Washington, November 6.—A mu- 
tually satisfactory settlement of the 
Italian debt is expected by President 
Coolidge. 

The executive’s belief that Italy 
will fund its $2,000,000,000 war obli- 
gations was expressed at the white 
house Friday afternoon after the 
president had conferred with Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon and Sena- 
tor Smoot, member of the American 
debt funding commission. 

Both the United States and “Italy 
gate discussing the problem with “ut- 
most candor,” it was said, in behalf 
of the president, and where such 
quéstions are candidly discussed, set- 
tlement is bound to come, he believes. 

Told by Mellon, Smoot. 

Secretary Mellon and Smoot are 

presumed to have laid before the 
president an informal proposal said 
to have been submitted by the Italian 
commission Friday, together with in- 
formal conversations offered by the 
American commission. 
The funding negotiations are ex- 
pected to be concluded within a week 
or 10 days, in the belief of Senator 
Smoot. | 

President Coolidge was represented. 
as being particularly pleased with the 
progress of the negotiations, There 
is every indication that settlement can 

e reached, it was said for the presi- 

t. .

toward a settlement of Rumania’s 
000,000 obligation to the United 
States. 
Doubtful of Formal Proposal. 


It is considered very doubtful 
whether the Americans and the Ital- 
jans have reached a point where the 
United States commission is willing 
to entertain any formal proposal for 
a settlement from Mussolini's govern- 
ment. 

The subcommittees of both nations 
held meetings Friday to further dis- 
cuss the basis for a settlement, which, 
t is understood, is bei held up by 
the failure of the Americans to con- 
cede that Italy’s problem of transfer 
fs as great as Italy would desire the 
American commission to believe. 

The American commission held a 
meeting late Friday. The announce- 
ment of an adjournment over Sunday 
was made following this meeting.

fatal .accidents in October more 
than doubled the number for the same 
month last year, and were slightly 
higher than the number the previous 
month this year, according to the 
monthly report of the Atlanta Safety 
council read at Friday’s luncheon at 
the Ansley hotel by George A. Dei- 
bert, secretary. 

There were 12 fatalities from acci- 
dents during the past October, as com- 
pared with five for October of the 
previous year, and 11 for September. 
The increase is laid to the higher 
motor vehicle speed allowed by city 
council. 

New Law Blamed. 

“Since passage of the 30-mile per 
hour ordinance on September 25, there 
have been seven deaths and 126 in- 
juries reported from the area in which 
this ‘speed is effective,” the report 
stated. Five persons were killed and 
152 suffered injury in 107 automobile 
accidents during October. The other 
deaths were due to the following 
causes; railroad trains, two; fall from | nne 


roof, one; fire, one; accidental dis- that 


charge of gun, one; scalding, one; in- 
dustrial, one. 

Two deaths and 45 injuries were re- 
ported from “walking, running or play- 
ing in the street,“ while male drivers |< 
were involved in five deaths and 100 
injuries, and women driver in 12 in- 
juries. “We find that in four-fifths 
of the accidents reported, negroes were 
driving the vehicles,” the report states. 

The safety council unanimously rec- 
ommended to eity council the adoption 
of an ‘ordinance to provide for the 
placing of “unsafe crossing” signs at 
street intersections and street railway 


crossings where there have been num- 
bers of-accidents. The council is of | 
the opinion that suitable markess on 
such crossings would tend to greatly 
lessen accidents, as they would warn 
drivers of their danger. The markers 
would be somewhat similar to those 


road grade crossings. 
Resolutions urging the railroads to 
have flagmen stationed at crossings 


when freight trains are split over 
crossings, were adopted by the coun- 
cil in view of the tragedy at Na- 
hunta recently from which deaths of 
12 school children resulted. The res- 
olutions also urge the school authori- 
ties to prohibit minors and incompetent 
drivers from operating school busses. 

Francis J. Jones, director general of 
the employment bureau of the United 
States department of labor, Washing- 
ton, D. C., addressed the council on 
the even distribution of labor through- 
out the country.

Chicago, November 6.—(4)—There 
are teeth in the Volstead act which 
are little used or not at all, but which 
would make prohibition enforcement 
far more effective, Andrew J. Vol- 
stead, former congressman and father 


of the prohibition law, told the Anti- 


Saloon league’s convention tonight. 
He recently returned to public life 
as legal adviser of the prohibition di- 
rector for Minnesota. 

It is not generally known, Mr. Vol- 
stead said, but the purchaser of illicit 


liquor is subject to 90 days imprison-- 


ment and for a second offense not to 
exceed two years. 
Urges Prosecution. 

“It would have a salutary effect, 
to prosecute some of these purchasers 
so that the country might know some 
of the so-called ‘good people’ are simp- 
ly in the bootleg class. This provision 
is contained in section 29 cf title two 
of the prohibition act, 

“Section 23 of title 11 of the act pro- 
vides that in issuing permits for ware- 


houses or plants for industrial use of 
alcohol, the acts authorized, may be 


specifically designated and limited.

A dis- 
trict attorney in the prosecution of 
persons operating illegal stills, should 
in suitable cases avail: himself of 
these laws, as they carry much 
heavier penalties than the national | 
prohibition act. 

“I want to emphasize one thing in 
the enforcement of this law. No pains 
should be spared to secure penalties 
that are sufficiently drastic so as to 
make it unprofitable to continue in 
the illegal business. It is idle to at- 
tempt restraint simply by imposing a 
fine. That is nothing but a license 
and the judge who imposes it is little

Gabler in his confession said he had 
first noticed Kloos in the bank a 
month ago, obtained his automobile 
license number, followed him and then 
observed his action and routes. A 
week ago, he attempted the robbery 
when he cut the feed line in Kloos 
automobile, but there was sufficient 
gasoline in the vacuum tank to get 
the bank manager to his branch. 

Makes His Work Sure. 

This morning Gabler made the work 

more sure. Not only did he disconneet 


the feed line while Kloos” automobile 


stood in front of the bank at the 
main street intersection of the city, 
but at the point of heaviest traffic. 
This done, he placed a rag in the 
vacuum tank, leaving just enough fuel 
to take Kloos out of the congested 
| district.

Washington, November 6.—Repeal 

of the income tax publicity law. has 
been voted by the house ways and 
means committee. 

This action was taken Friday in the 
course of the committee's work in 
drafting a tax reduction bill. 

It proposes to strike from the 
statute books the compulsory publicity 
clause, which has caused more indig- 
nation and criticism than any act of 


congress since the Volstead law. The 


chief complaint has been that it ex- 
posed the personal finances of individ- 
uals to salesmen, business rivals, and 
curious individuals without fulfilling 
its ostensible purpose, which was to 
reduce tax evasion through publicity. 

While deciding to prohibit further 
publication of income tax payments 
by individauls, the committee voted 
to retain provisions of the present law, 
authorizing publication of the names 
and addresses of income taxpayers, 
and opening the returns to inspection 
by the house’ ways and means commit- 
tee, senate finance committee or any 
special committee appointed by con- 
gress for that purpose. 


Inserted in 1923. 

The publicity clause was inserted in 
the present tax law in 1923 through 
the pressure of the La Follette insur- 
gent group, which held the balance of 
power in both houses then. They re- 
ceived democratic support and the aid 
of some progressive republicans.

The controversy between Decatur 
and the power company is of long 
standing. Under the original fran- 
chise for the operation of tie North 
Decatur line, five cents was specified 
as the fare to be charged. The com- 
pany, when mounting costs caused it 
to raise its fares on other lines in 
the system to seven cents, sought to 
increase the Decatur fare likewise, 
but the courts held that it was bound 
to the five-cent fare by the old con- 
tract. However, the supreme court 
held that the five-cent fare only ap- 
plied to the city limits of Decatur as 
they were when the contract was 
signed, so that seven cents is charged 
all patrons of the line who do not 
either begin or end their journey 
within the old city limits. 

Several weeks ago the company 
gave notice that it would surrender 
its franchise and discontinue opera- 
tion of the line on September 30. The 
city took out a temporary injunction 
against such action and hearing on 
the permanent injunction has been 
}postponed from time to time. 

Recently the company, by agree- 
ment with the city of College Park, 
which had a similar contract to that 
with Decatur, temporarily suspended 
the five-cent fare to that city and put 
in the seven-cent fare. A temporary 
injunction in that case also prevents 
cessation of service, but the hearing 
of the plea for permanent injunction

Christmas Mailing 
Rules Are Outlined 
By Postal Bureau 


Washington, November 6:—(4)— 

How and when to mail Christmas 
packages for army men outside the 
United States was announced today 
by the postoffice department. 
All packages destined for the Canal 
Zone or Porto Rico must be in the 
hands of the general superintendent 
of army transport service, Brooklyn, 
by November 22. and those for Hono- 
lulu, Guam or Manila should be sent 
for receipt by the superintendent at 
Fort Mason, San Francisco, by No- 
vember 20. Shipments to Honolulu 
also may be made through New York 
but they must be there by November 
20 when the steamer Edgemoor de- 
parts, arriving December 21.

Editor Constitution: The recent killing 
ot the notorious criminal George (Dutch) 
Anderson by Officer Charles Hammond, 
who died from the bullets from the crimi- 
nal’s gun, should serve as a forceful re- 
minder to all policemen, detectives and 
other peace officers in general, the neces- 
sity of exercising extreme caution in mak- 
ing arrests of all classes of offenders. 

According to accounts of the killing as 
set forth in the newspapers, it is ee 
that the unfortunate officer failed to 
search Anderson for weapons when he 
made the arrest; did not handcuff him, nor 
cover him with his revolver. The fact 
that Anderson did not resist when first ar- 
rested probably lulled the officer into a 
feeling of false security: a scheme no doubt 
Anderson purposely used to commit the 
dastardly erime with a view of gaining his

True, the officer did- net recognize Au- 
derson, although he had reasons to believe 
that his prisoner was a counterfeiter.

Russia In 
The League. 


What may be interpreted as evi- 
dence of the supreme importance of 
the treaties recently signed at Lo- 
carno, is the complete change of atti- 
tude of the Russian foreign policy 
toward the League of Nations. Hith- 
erto the bolsheviks have had only 
supreme contempt for the Geneva 
body. which they considered as mere 
rastrument of capitalist oppression 
and exploitation of subject nations 
and races. The disarmament talk of 
the big powers was to them mere 
humbug and hypocrisy, calculated to 
‘lessen the vigilance of the defenders 
of the soviet republics. But Locarno 
has changed this point of view. The 
Russian foreign office believes that 
Locarao was the result of the univer- 
sal desire for peace in Europe and 
that the governments signed the treat- 
ies because of the anti-militarist and 
pacifist pressure of the workers in 
England, Germany and France. Of 
course it would not do for the bol- 
sheviks to credit the statesmen of 
Europe with a sincere desire for peace, 
hence the opinion that Germany, 
France and Britain were forced into 
the Locarno agreements by the awak- 
ened masses. It matters really little 
how the bolsheviks reach their con- 
clusions on the value of Locarno. The 
significant thing is that Pravda.. their 
official organ, predicts that Russia 
will be in the League of Nations “in 
a surprisingly short time.“

The 
promised gold has not come. There 
is talk of a capital levy. And in 
two months’ time 200,000,000 gold 
france have been withdrawn from cir- 
culation.

He did not give out a report on his 
findings and said it was doubtful if 
the commission had sufficient authori- 
ty in such a case to allow it to take 
action. He did say, however, that 
the accident in his opinion was due 
to a combination reumstances 
rather than carel the part 
of any one individual. , 

In his letter to the various boards 
of education, Superintendent Land 
says that the heart of the state goes 
out to parents and teachers of the 
child vietims in the Nahunta tragedy. 

“If the grief-stricken ones should 
frame a message,” the letter declares, 
“I am sure it would contain a plea 
for the strict enforcement of the rule 
‘stop, look, listen,’ at all railroad 
crossings.” 

Superintendent Land cites the large 
motor busses operated into Florida by 
real estate firms and the street car 
system of the state as transportation 
systems which invariably stop at all 
crossings and send a man ahead to flag 
before crossing although the tracks 
may be in clear view for a quarter 
mile in each direction. 

Only Safe Cure. 

The only sure preventioa of a repe- 
tition of the Nahunta tragedy, the su- 
perintendent states, is universal and 
unfailing observance of the rule to stop 
and flag at all grade crossings. 

A group of railroad executives have 
called at his office since the Nahunta 
horror, Mr. Land states, and ex- 
pressed a desire of their roads to coop- 
erate in prevention of accidents to 
school busses. 

The superintendent encloses a copy 
of rules governing transportation of 
school children in motor trucks in 
Decatur county which have been 
adopted by the board of education in 
that county. He recommends adop- 
tion of similar rules in every county 
in that state. 

Decatur County Rules. 

The Decatur county rules are as 
follows: 

The driver of all trucks transporting 
children to and from school shall be a man 
trained in driving automobiles, of known dis- 
cretion and care, and shall be placed under 
an adequate bond for the fulfillment of his 
contract and for the protection of the 
truck, the care of the truck, and the safe- 
ty of the children. This contract shall cov- 
er his faithful performance and any and 
all damage that may arise to the truck, the 
children thereon, or any other persons. 

Said driver shall drive said truck at a 
speed not to exceed fifteen miles an hour. 
He shall not allow the children to get on 
or get off the truck while in motion, nor 
sit on the running board or steps. He 
shall confine hia trip te the route authorized 
by the trustees. 

The regular schedule of the school trucks 
should not be interfered with by basket- 
ball games or anything else preventable. 

He will be responsible for the discipline 
of the children while on the truck, unless 
the trustees served by said truck shall des- 
ignate some other person to disc'pline the 
children. The safety of the children shall 
be his first care. 

He shall bring the truck to a full stop 
before, and flag all railroad crossings. 

He shall keep his truck in good mechani- 
cal shape by making daily inspections there- 
of, and doing all minor repairs, . greasing 
same, properly inflating the tires, 
be sure that his brakes are safe.

Geneva, November 6.—The League 
of Nations council is powerless to in- 
vestigate the circumstances’ of the 
Syrian rebellion without consent of 
the French, against whom the Druses 
and Arabs have risen, according to the 
league secretariat. 

Such an investigation could be 
initiated only at the request of some 
member state and by permission of the 
French.

This does not mean, however, that 
a complete report on the entire situa-

467,905 Miles 
Of Hard Roads 
In United States

Washington, November 6.—(/)— 
The mileage of hard-surfaced roads is 
nearing the half million mark, ac- 
cording to the bureau of publie roads 
of the United States department of 
agriculture. With 128,347 miles of 
surfaced roads in the state systems 
and 339,558 miles of surfaced roads 
in the county. systems, the total is 
467,905 miles. 

The total mileage of all roads is 


in total mileage with a total of 134, 
262 miles and Kansas is third with 
a total of 126,125 miles. 


Indiana leads the hard surfaced 
class, the Hoosier state containing 39,- 
889 miles of hard surfaced roads with- 
in its boundaries. Ohio is a fairly 
close second with 33,581 miles and 
Minnesota is third in the hard surfac- 
ed class with a total of 22,310 miles. 
Wyoming is last with 734 hard sur- 
faced miles. 

South Carolina’s total mileage is 
shown to be 64,408 miles with a total 
of 9,081 miles of hard surfaced roads. 
Of these 3,090 are on state roads and 
5,991 on county roads. 


During 1924, according to the bu- 
reau’s report, 31,541 miles of roads 
were hard surfaced by states and 
counties and progress in 1925 has been 
indicated as equally good. On this 
basis, it is probable that the construc- 
tion season now drawing to a close 
i will increase the mileage to more than 
495,000. In this estimate allowance 
was made for a portion of the year's 
work being resurfacing or higher im- 
provement of roads previously re- 
ported as surfaced. 

In addition to surfacing, a consid- 
erable mileage has been graded and 
drained according to engineering 
standards. There were 236,294 miles 
of such roads at the end of 1924, and 
on this 13,689 miles had been con- 
structed during that year. These fig- 
ures indicate that the improved mile- 
age of all classes of roads is not far 
from 740,000. a

Attitude of US. 
In Opposing Loan 
To France Changed 


Washington, November 6.—(/)— 
The Washington government will 
lace no obstacle in the way of 
rench government requests for bank- 
ing .credits in the United States to 
support the france despite the failure 
of the recent Franco-American debt- 
funding negotiations. 


While the administration has an- 
nounced a policy of scrutinizing care- 
fully all loans to nations which have 
not funded their war debts, it was 
disclosed at the white house that no 
barrier would be placed in the way 
of such credits as appear necessary 
for financial rehabilitation abroad. 


The attitude of the government all 
along has been that each separate 
loan privately negotiated must be 
passed upon on its own merits, and 
that the United Statés was anxious 
to do ‘nothing th®t would interfere 
with protection of currency situations 
such as faced now by France. 

President Coolidge understands that 
France has not utilized all of the 
eredit she arranged with the banking 
house of J. P. Morgan & 
a year ago last spring for supporting 
the franc and does not understand 
that there is any application for ad- 
ditional banking eredit for the same 


purpose. 


MORGAN AND COMPANY 
DECLINE TO COMMENT. 

New York, November 6.—(?)—4J. 
P. Morgan and company, who came to 
the rescue of the French franc in the 
spring of 1924 with a $100,000,000 
revolving credit, tonight declined to 
comment on the announcement from 
Washington that the administration 
would interpose no objections to fur- 
ther borrowing by France here for 
exchange stabilization purposes, but 
it was the genéral assumption in the 
financial district that the views of 
the state department had been solicit- 
ed by bankers having in mind the ex- 
tension of a similar credit. 

Declagation of the administration’s 
attitude was considered: significant, 
because of recent intimations that 
Washington would frown on further 
private loans to countries whose war 
debts to the United States remain un- 
funded. The financial erisis in 
France and the recent sharp decline 
in the franc, which yesterday fell be- 
low four cents, is believed to have 
modified the government's stand. 

The original Morgan eredit ar- 
ranged in March, 1924, was N 
about a year ago by a 5100, 000,000 
loan, which took the form of a public 
bond issue. Proceeds of this loan 
have been drawn upon from time to 
time to support the franc, but neither 
the bankers nor the French govern- 
ment have revealed to what extent. 

In view of the present precarious 
condition of the currency, a private 
bank credit corresponding to the first 
advance is considered a possibility.
